At  today's  CCA's  Executive  Committee,  members  heard  from  Supervisor  Hilda  Solis  who  represents  LA  County  District's  First 
District.

The  Supervisor  also  discussed  how  she  partnered  with  LA  Trade  Tech  College  and  LA  County 
Department  of  Military  and  Veterans  Affairs  to  offer  a  12-week  culinary  arts  training  program  at  Patriotic  Hall  on  Figueroa  for 
veterans  as  a  pipeline  program  for  jobs.  She  urged  CCA  members  in  the  restaurant  industry  to  hire  individuals  coming  from  this 
program.
